Halifax, N.S.—Hon. H. EB. Arm- 
aijrong, Minister of Mines and Public 
Works in the Nova Scotia Govern- 
ment, anndunced that the Provincial 
Government had decided to man the 
pumps of the Nova Scotia mines 
threatened with flooding. They will 
work under the protection of the spe- 


~~“ ejal provincial police, who will have 


sthe power to call in the militia, Mr. 

Armstrong said the Government was 
taking these steps in order to protect 
public property. 

A provincial police foree of 1,000 
men will be organized to protect the 
pumpmen in the Nova Scotia mines, 
said Mr. Armstrong. Its sole pur- 
pose will be the protection of public 
property and mainfénance of law 
and order, he said. Proclamation 
have been issued giving the new body 
jurisdiction in the Glace Bay, New 
Waterford and Dominion and South- 
ern Cape Breton county areas, where 
the collieries are declared to be fall- 
ing victims to inflowing water. 

Lieut.Col. Eric MacDonald, of 
Wolfville, N.S., has been appointed 
commissioner of the provincial police 
and will start recruiting in Halifax. 
The men will be stationed in groups, 
and each group of about 15 will have 
a magistrate with them who will have 
the power of reading the Riot Act and 
of calling in the aid of military. 

Asked who would man the pumps, 
Mr. Armstrong said it would probably 
be done by company Officials or per- 
haps some of the union men would 
aid in order to protect the mines. 
There was no question of strike 
breaking, he said; it was a matter of 
protecting public property. The pro- 
vincial police would give all the pro- 
tection possible to the men doing this 
work. 

The Minister said the 
was prepared to take very drastic 
steps to prevent coal profiteering. 
Dealers found guilty of profiteering 
wowd be prevented from selling, Mr. 
Armstrong, said, even it it were 
necessary to cancel the lease of the 
mine owners supplying them.

since 1918, when 400 persons lost 
their lives. All the fires-are said 
to have resulted from smoulder- 
ing peat beds which were whip- 
ped into raging furnaces by a 
strong wind and spread to nearby 
forests. : 


Aid In Financing Crop 
President of Canadian Bankers’ 
Association Asked to Assist 


Ottawa.—In response to the request 
of Premier Dunning of Saskatchewan 
for the calling of a conference of the 
Canadian bankers by the Federal Gov- 
ernment, Hon. W. S. Fielding, has 
passed along the suggestion of Pre- 
mier Dunning to Sir Frederick Wil- 
liams-Taylor, head of the Canadian 
Bankers’ Association, asking that the 
bankers meet representatives of the 
western provinces and try to arrange 
means of financing the 1922 crop. 

The conference will, it is expected, 
be arranged direcily between Sir 
Frederick and Premier Dunning. 
Present indications are that the Fed- 
eral Government will not bedirectly 
a party to it unless an occasion arises 
making it necessary that the Njnister 
of Finance take some action in the 
matter, The request of Premier Dun- 
ning was considered with other mat- 
ters at this afternoon's meeting of 
Cabinet Council, and the feeling of ihe 
Government, it is understood, was 
that more would be gained by placing 
the banks in direet touch with the 
western provinces for their conference 
than by the Federal Government try- 
ing to act as an interim body. >

To Assist Farmers 
In Marketing Grain 


Regina.—The Federal Government 
might assist farmers by calling a con- 
ference of bankers to devise ways and 
means to enable farmers to hold theiy 
grain long enough to prevent the 
usual fall glut of the market with its 
consequent flattening of prices. 

This in effect is the suggestion wir 
ed by Premier Charles A. Dunning to 
Premier King in reply to the latter's 
telegram offering the co-operation ot 
the Federal Government in the proyi- 
sion of measures as a substitute to 
the Wheat Board now that the latter 
has fallen through and asking for fur- 
ther suggestions from both Alberta 
and Saskatchewan Governments, 

At the same time Mr, Dunning an- 
nounced that he could call another 
conference this fall of creditor 
classes other than bankers with a 
view of securing their co-operation by 
extending leniency to farmer debtors. 
Mr. Dunning pointed out, however, 
that the banks come within Federal 
jurisdiction, and to come to any agree- 
ment with the bankers would entail 
meditation by Dominion authorities,

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British Empire Exhibition 
Planned To Be Greatest 
___ World Has Ever Seen 


The greatest exhibition the world 
has ever seen fs to be held in London 
in 1924 at Wembley Park, and will be 
called the British Empire Exhibition. 
Already great halls that will be per- 
manent structures are beginning to 
rise from among the undulating 
slopes of one of the most charming 
natural parks near to the metropolis, 
and the quietness which reigned over 
the scene when the Duke of York cut 
the first turf last January has given 
place to the activities of hundreds 
of workmen and the incessant noise 
of great machines performing prodl- 
gies of labor. 

A representative of The Daily Tele 
graph visited thé site a few days ago 
and in company with the architects, 
J. W. Simpson and Maxwell Ayrton, 
and the engineer, BD. O. Williams, went 
over the ground. In the course of 
time the halls, which are being erect- 
ed and equipped by the Governments 
of all parts of the British Empire, will 
reveal themselves in classic beauty 
and grandeur, but at present it Is only 
possible to marvel at the immensity 
of the task in hand and the progress 
that has been made in- so short. a 
space of time. The two buildings 
farthest advanced are those in 
which will be housed the industries 
of the United Kingdom. They cover 
a space four times the size of Trafal- 
gar Square, while in length they 
would reach from the Carlton Hotel 
across Trafalgar Square and down 
Northumberland Avenue to the river. 

Far away in one direction the archi- 
tects’ plan indicates the site of the 
Australian pavilion, for which the 
Commonwealth has voted a quarter of 
a million pounds, while in the opposite 
direction is the corresponding site, 
-which it 1s hoped Canada will take up. 
Then there are the smaller halls of 
South Africa, New Zealand, Indla, 
West Africa and so on. Railways of 
full and narrow gauge intersect the 
ground, and over them there are 
continuously passing goods wagons 
laden with steel girders and _ other 
heavy stuff, or small trucks drawn 
by powerful little motor engines, con- 
veying materials from one part of the 
grounds to another. 

There are stacks upon stacks of 


drain pipes waiting to be buried and 
great piles of steel wire netting— 


enough, it is said, completely to 
encircle the earth—for use as rein- 
forcement for the concrete, *of 
which all the buildings are being 
made. The most wonderful sight of 
all is to be met with in the area cov- 
ered by the empire stadium, where 
the cup-tile will be played next year. 
The contractors, McAlpine and Sons 
are making a special effort to exped- 
ite this portion of their task, and al- 
ready the immense arena, which will 
accommodate 125,000 sightseers round 
a playing pitch of three acres ,is as- 
suming shape, and the skeleton of the 
far-flung stands is visible. Within 
this area there are great and extra- 
ordinary machines at work grabbing 

“up and removing the heavy clay 
ground two tons at a time, leaving 
navvies to smooth over the surface in 
preparation for the turf, which will all 
come from another portion of the 
park, and is being “nursed” for this 
purpose. The contractors have to 
remove the old Watkin Tower, which 
was originally intended by Sir Edward 
Watkin to be a second Eiffel Tower, 
because it stood in the centre of the 
stadium, and the last portion of 4t has 
been blown up with dynamite. 


Very complete arrangements are be- 
ing made by the railways which serve 
the exhibition—and they are numer. 
ous—to cope with the traffic. The 
exhibition is nine minutes by train 
from Baker Street to Wembly Park on 
the Metropolitan Railway and a siml- 
lar distance from Marylebone on the | 
Great Central Railway, whose station | 
Wembly Hill, is at the southern en- 
trance of the exhibition. Wembley 
Station on the London and North 
Western Railway, and the Bakerloo 
tube, and Alperton, on the District 
Railway, dre close to the exhibition 
grounds. There are over 140 city 
and suburban stations north, east, 
west and south of London, from which 
direct access to the exhibition, with- 
out change, is obtainable.

Novel Treat for Radio Fans If idea is 
Carried Out 

“The next number on tonight's pro- 
gramme will be a piccolo imitation en- 
titled The Whistling Chorus, by the 
Rocky Mountain Marmot Singing So- 
clety of 1,000,000 voices.” 

Such may be the announcement to 
astonish the ears of any number of 
listening radio fans in the near future, 
if a proposal before the national park 
service of the interior department ts 
carried through. It will be possibly 
the most novel treat that the number- 
less radio amateurs could ask, whose 
apparatus would tune in with a broad- 
casting station in Glacier National 
Park, in the heart of. the Rockies, 
which, would catch and transmit the 
shrill whistling of these small dog-like 
animals, —- 

Within fifty miles of the park, in 
the northern part of Montana near the 
Canadian border, lives the largest col- 
ony of the animals on the North Am- 
erican continent. It is estimated 
there are close to 1,000,000 of them 
living in dense population. On still 
nights the wonderful shrilling chorus 
of the piecolo-like voices is carried 
miles on the rare mountain air and 
tourists in the camps enjoy the even- 
ing programme immensely. 

It has been proposed that a receiv- 
ing set and broadcasting station of 
200-watt capacity, sending at a 360- 
meter wave length, be installed close 
enough to catch the voices clearly. 
Such power would be capable of send- 
ing throughout a radius of 1,500 miles 
and could be picked up almost from 
coast to coast. 

When the full chorus is on it sounds 
as if a whole city of people were play- 
ing piccolos in concert.

Prehistoric Drawings of Pleiades 


Cave Dwellers Evidently Had Sharper 

Eyes than Modern Astronomers 

Certain prehistoric drawings made 
by cave dwellers have been found, 
and Professor Bigourdan recently 
made an interesting report to the 
French Academy of Sciences concern- 
ing them. He states that the draw- 
ings evidently portrayed the Pletades. 
The singular thing about these draw- 
ings is that they all exhibit groups of 
ten stars, Whereas modern observers 
of the skies are able to perceive with 
the unaided eye only seven stars of 
this group. The ten stars which 
form the group are visible today only 
by means of a telescope or from the 
top of a high mountain. This raises 
the question as to whether the cave 
men were already so skilled In astron- 
omy as to know that more stars were 
visible from the summit of a mountain 
than from the plains. If they did not 
possess this knowledge, we can only 
suppose either that primitive man was 
gifted with much ‘sharper eyes than 
his present descendants, or else that 
the brightness of the Pleiades has be- 
come much diminished.

It may be mainly senti- 
ment that prompts the preservation of 
the species in their far northern 
home, but it is a sentiment that is 
well worth paying for. And it may 
not In the long run turn out to have 
been a bad investment from the utilt- 
tarlan standpoint. Fur coats and 
robes will be in demand for all time, 
and the hide of the bison provides 
material for them that is both attrao 
tive and durable. Buffalo meat is 
declared by those who have tried 
both to be superior to beef. If it 
pays to run fox farms and rat farms 
and skunk farms for the sake of the 
pelts, it may be found profitable to 
run buffalo herds for the sake of the 
hides and the meat.-Edmonton 
Bulletin. 


More Gold Salvaged 


From Sunken Steamer 


British Have Recovered Million 
Pounds Sterling from Laurentlo 
jold to the value of more than @ 

million pounds sterling has been sal- 

vaged, in addition to the millions pre- 
viously recovered from the wreck of 
the White Star liner Laurentic by the 
crews and divers of the Admiralty 
vessel Racer, which put into Derry 

Harbor recently. 

It is hoped that another period of 
salvage work may be got in before 
autumn, when wild weather off Lough 
where the Laurentic went 
down in 1917 in twenty fathoms, will 
make further efforts impossible. 

When the Laurentic was sunk by @ 
German submarine four miles from 
the coast of Donegal, Ireland, she car- 
ried with her between $10,000,000 and 
$15,000,000 in gold bars. Each year 
since 1918 salvaging operations have 
been carried on and varying amounts 
have been recovered, $2,500,000 hay- 
ing been found in 1919.

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Raffles At Seman 


Law Regarding Raffles ~Held for 
Religious and Charitable Objects 
yeneral Victor Williams, Commis- 

sioner, Ontario Police, has issued the 

following interpretation of the law of 

Canada regarding raffles at bazaars, 

for religious or charitable objects, and 

instructions to the police authorities. 
As there is widespread misunder- 

standing regarding these matters it is 

well to note carefully what the law is. 
General Williams says:— 


“In view of requests that come from 
time to time to this department, from 
charftable organizations for permis- 
sion to hold raffles, it seems necessary 
to again call the attention of police 
officers and of the municipal authori 
ties and the public generally, to the 
provisions of tlre law. 


“Section 236 of the Criminal Code 
prohibits lotteries, with an exception 
in favor of raffles «(which are a form 
of lottery) for religious or charitable 
purposes. The exception is in the 
following terms:— 

“Raffles for prizes of small value at 
any bazaar held for any charitable or 
religious object, if permission to hold 
the same has been obtained from the 
city or other municipal council, or 
from the Mayor, Reeve or other chief 
officer of the city, town or other muni- 
cipality wherein such bazaar is held, 
and the articles raffled for thereat 
have first been offered for sale and 
none of them are of a value exceed- 
ing fifty dollars.” 

“It will be observed that the per- 
mission referred to in the sub-section 
is not that of the Attorney General or 
the police authorities.- It is the per- 
mission of the municipal authorities, 
the theory apparently being that if 
there is a strong local sentiment 
against that sort of thing the permis- 
sion will not be granted. At all 
events, the responsibility is on the 
Mayor or Reeve or Municipal Council. 
These authorities have an absolute 
discretion. They can grant permis- 
sion or they can refuse it. 

“It will be further observed that the 
permission is confined to bazaars, and 
to bazaars that are being held for a 
“charitable or religious object.” If 
permisison Should be granted by a 
municipality or municipal authority 
for an object that is not within the 
description of these words the permis- 
sion would be ineffective, and the 
general prohibition would apply. 

“Then if permission has been prop- 
erly obtained, pursuant to the provi- 
sions of the statute, it will be obsery- 
ed that there are two other 
tions: — 

The first condition is that the arti- 
cles_befor® being raffled must first 
have been offered for sale. In the 
opinion of the law officers of the at-| 
torney General’s Department, the in- 
tention of Parliament whatever the| 
technical interpretation may be, was | 
that the raffling should not take place | 
until the articles to be raffled have 
been offered for sale at the bazaar, 
and also until it becomes reasonably | 


condi- 


in the ordinary course—that is to say, | 
the raffle should come toward | 
the end of the event. To begin sell 
ing tickets for the raffle as soon as, or 
shortly after, the bazaar opens, would, 
in the opinion of the law officers, be 
eontrary tothe spirit, if not to the let 
ter of the law. 

“It is to be presumed that persons 
who conduct bazaars for charitable or | 
religious purposes will want to obey 
both the spirit and letter of the law, 
and if their attention is called to the 
matter they 


at or 


will no doubt conform to 
the suggestion of an officer that no| 
raffling should take place, even where 
permission has been given by the 
municipal authorities, until it is rea 
sonably clear that the articles will 
not be sold at the bazaar in the ord- 
inary course. 

“I-am informed that it is not an 
unusual practice to sell tickets for ar 
ticles to be raffled at bazaars days or 
even weeks in advance of the event. 
This is obviously entirely improper, 
and where anything of that kind is at 
tempted the parties ought to be warn 
ed, and if they persist prosecutions 
should follow

A Suction Gas Lory 


British Firm Manufactures Truck that | 
Makes Its Own Gas for Motive 
Power 
During the war there were to be 
seen in Great Britain a number of mo- 
tor wagons carrying enormous gas 
bags on the roof. These bags were 
filled with ordinary town gas, which 
was used as a source of power in 
place of petrol exceedingly 
The results were so far suc-} 
cessful that experiments were made 


then 


under pressure in cylinders, but ap- 
these experiments have not 
led to any very satisfactory result. At 
any rate the only substitute for petrol 
to which seFious attention is now be- 
ing given is.suction gas, which {is pro- 
duced by drawing air and steam 
through heated fuel such as agthracite, 
coke, charcoal, wood refuse, brown 
coal, or peat. Petrol, benzol and al- 
cohol fuels generally are still high 
enough in price to encourage suction | 
gas development and a leading British 
firm hag put on the market a very 
well constructed three-ton lorry driv- 
en by suction gas. The steam for 
the suction gas produced is made in a} 
separate generator heated by the ex-| 
haust gas from the engine. The pro-| 
ducer itself forms part of the chassts 
and is neatly accommodated in a light | 


steel-box at the side of the driver's | 
cab, where it is easily accessible for | 
inspection. Its weight has been re- 
duced to the lowest possible Mmit. | 
After.being generated, the gas passes 
along a pipe to the scrubber, becom- 
ing cool on the way. The scrubber 
removes the tar; and the gas then 
passes direct to the engine, where it 
mixes with air and drives the engine 
in the usual way. 


Tests made with a 
three-ton lorry show that when using 
anthracite it ran at an average speed | 
of twelve miles per hour at a working 
cost a little below one-third that of 
petrol.
